In ny own 
interviews of people of the area X became 1 convinced, that Hay 1 3 car was not there ah 
the tine of the assassination. TJiese people include Lloyd Jov/ers and not of tliot 
area, tlio cab driver, Jin IlcCraw, who wan there just minutes before the asaiaoiaation 
to pick upCharlie Stepliens. McCraw found liin too drunk to take, left aiul when he was 
iji touch with hi:; dispatcher by radio and hid just boon sent on another trip tbs 
ispatchor came bad: on and warned all cabs away from the flophouse area. HcCra.. 
had jis way of remembering the earn there: he had to park double to go into the 
building and lie recognised Jowers wlrLte Caddy v/hnr ■ Hay’s was supjDoaod to have been. 

I believe it is likely that wlien Hay returned with the car, to leuve it for 
"Haoul,” Hal’s story, ho overran the place on a street to the east, turned right to the 
west, turned right o to Main, or to the north, saw the hirricadco, made a U-turn , 
and fled. I don’t know how long it took to put the barricades up but I think that 
at precisely six Hay was at or had just left the <jas station and was on his way back 
to leave the car, with the low tire pumped up.
